Want Council to Go Ahead 
With Plan and Submit it For 
Approval of Ratepayers; 
Unpaid School. Requisition 
Draws Criticism

^Speaking at the annual Municipal 
District of Royal ratepayers’ meeting 
held in Brant on Saturday, Feb. 17, 
Dr. A. Somerville of the Foothills 
Health Unit recomended that some 
form of municipal health, insurance 
should be instituted in this district, 
preferably a scheme whereby the 
municipality would pay the doctors 
in the district at a certain rate, in 
proportion to the number of people 
they would serve, and in return the 
doctors jwould provide medical and 
surgical* treatment to the ratepayers 
of the district and their families. 

A resolution asking the council of 
the M.D. of Royal to go ahead with 
the plan of instituting the municipal 
doctor, scheme was carried unani¬ 
mously. An amendment to the motion 
that Township 18.be left out of the 
plan if it so desires was also carried. 
Reeve Bennett spoke briefly In sup¬ 
port of the sfcheme, upon which some 
preliminary work was done by the 
council a year ago. Cost of the plan 
would be ab^ut $4.60 or $5 a quarter 
section, and approval of the ratepay¬ 
ers by vote would be needed before it 
could be instituted. 

A lengthy and somewhat heated 
discussion followed the introduction 
of a motion asking that the munici¬ 
pality pay all arrears of school re¬ 
quisitions due the Foothills School 
Division. It was brought out that 
about three thousand dollars of the 
193? requisition due the large divis¬ 
ion remains unpaid and ratepayers of 
the Ensign district felt,this was un¬ 
fair, inasmuch as Ensign school re¬ 
quires its part of the unpaid requisi¬ 
tion to aid iq financing the building 
of a new school house. 

Members of the council, led by 
Reeve -Bennett, claimed that 1938 
school requisitions owed by other 
municipal districts had been cancell¬ 
ed. The 1939 requisition has been 
paid in full and the banance of the 
1938 requisition would be paid as soon 
as tjie money was forthcoming, but 
at the present time there was no mon¬ 
ey in the school account. Mr. Ben¬ 
nett said it would be poor business 
practice to take money from the mun¬ 
icipal or some other account to pay 
school requisitions, but that the 
money would be paid as it was col¬ 
lected. The motion calling for the 
municipality to pay the arrears of 
school requisitions was put to a vote 
and was lost, 26-20. 

G. D. Bateman, Brant, and Thomas 
Margetts, Brant, were nominated for 
the office of councillor for Division 4 
and A. D. McIntyre, Ensign, and 
Daniel McNlven were nominated as 
councillor for Division 5. For mem¬ 
ber of the Vulcan Municipal Hospital 
Board, Alex. Smith and F. E. Bennett 
were nominated. Election of the two 
councillors and the hospital board 
member will take place next Saturday- 

Each councillor at the meeting gave 
a short account of his stewardship 
and the work done^jr'tjie council dur¬ 
ing the year was subwied up by- 
Reeve F. E. Bennett. \ 

Financial Statement^ 

The strong position of the munici¬ 
pality w-as shown by the excellent 
financial statement for the year 1939, 
re^l by secretary-treasurer D. D. Mc- 
JJueen, showing a balance in the bank 
at Dec. 31, 1939, of $19,412, an in¬ 
crease of $2,270 over 1938. None of 
the necessary services of the district 
have been curtailed and the allocation 
for public works was overspent by 
$3,722. 

" Receipts on account of municipal 
taxation were $28,882, and total muni¬ 
cipal receipts were $62,183. Total as¬ 
sets are $97,105, with a bala nce o f as¬ 
sets over liabilities ^mounting to'$42- 
618. Heavy trust payments were made 
during the year, totalling $76,260. 
Trust moneys remitted included $14,- 
296 social serivee, $8,808 hail, $7,448 
hospital, $23,424 rural schools and 
$2,438 reporting schools.

Services of Health 
Unit Outlined 
By Dr. Somerville 

Prevention of Disease . is 
Main Object, Says Foothills 
Unit Doctor a^ Brant Meet¬ 
ing

Three Names to Go Before 
Central Committee; After 
Federal Nomination 


The Social Credit nominating con¬ 
vention for the Macleod federal con¬ 
stituency was held in Macleod on 
Thursday afternoon, when some 150 
persons attended and which included 
75-delegates from various parts of 
the riding. 

Rev. E. G. Hansell, M.P., of Vulcan, 
received the nomination unanimously. 

Five names were placed before the 
meeting for nomination and by elim¬ 
ination voted until three nagnes re¬ 
mained; Rev. E. G. Hansell, M.P., be¬ 
ing first choice; J. Roger Hunt of 
Macleod, second choice; and Mrs. Root 
of Little Bow or Lomond, third choice 
three names being required, by the 
central committee for the' - selection 
and approval of one of them. 

No resolutions were passed as such 
but suggestions discussed were includ¬ 
ed in the tentative platform. 

••Rev. Hansell spoke shortly, and 
thanked the delegates for their confi¬ 
dence in him and assured them that, 
if elected, he would do his utmost to 
serve them faithfully. 


An interesting talk on the duties 
and services of (he health unit was 
given by Dr. A. Somerville of the 
Foothills Health Unit at the Mil), of 
Royal ratepayers’ meeting at Brant 
on Saturday. 

At one time the death rate of city 
dwellers was higher than that of 
country residents^ said Dr. Somerville 
but with the institution of clinics and 
other health services in the cities a 
change gradually took place until 
now the reverse is true and the coun¬ 
try death rate is the higher. Tfie 
change is largely traceable to the lack 
in rural areas, of health services de¬ 
signed to prevent disease. 

The Foothills Health Unit is one of 
foilr in Alberta and is financed by 
the different municipalities and towns 
on the basis of 30 cents per head of 
population per year, with the provin¬ 
cial government making the same 
contribution. Possibly the main ser-y 
vice given as that of protecting th/ 
health of the school children i,n the 
municipalities, each child getting a 
regular examination. Special trips 
are also made to schools where a pu¬ 
pil may be suspected of having an in¬ 
fectious disease and, if the situation 
requires it, quarantine may be im¬ 
posed for the protection of the other 
children and residents of the area. A 
special tuberculosis! clinic is held once 
yearly, baby clinics are held in the 
larger centres once a month and in 
the smaller villages once or twice a 
year. Regular adult clinics are also 
held by the health unit-and all these 
services are free to residents of tire 
oistvict. No treatment is undertaken 
at these clinics, their purpose being 
to ascertain if there are any organic 
disorders or other conditions which 
require attention, in which cases the 
patient is told of what is wrong and 
is advised to see a doctor of whoever 
is best fitted to treat his case. 

In respect to examination of schoT 
children. Dr. Somerville stated that 
about half of the defects found in the 
children receive the attention needed. 
I^|ck of finances on the part iff the 
parents is the main reason for such 
a large percentage of the cases, where 
removal of tonsils or adenoids may 
be desirable, going untreated. It is in 
^ases like these,, especially, he .said, 
that the establishment of a municipal 
doctor’s contract scheme would be 
most beneficial. In closing his talk 
Dr. Somerville stated that a motion 
picture machine and health, films had 
been secured by the health unit as 
part of the disease pievention pro¬ 
gram and films would gladly be showp 
as part of the program at any men’s 
or wohien’s club meetings. *

Unanimous choice of the Unity con¬ 
vention helcl here last w eek to name

James Dann of Jteid 
Hill was ‘Chairman and W. D. Allan 
secretary of the afternoon meeting, 
which was attended by over 300 peo¬ 
ple. 

The theatre was crowded to over¬ 
flowing Wednesday night when Mayor 
Andrew Davison of Calgary was the 
speaker. Attacking the Social Credit 
government for its failure to imple¬ 
ment the many promises made in 
1935, Mayor Davison called particu¬ 
lar attention ito the, promises that 
taxes would not be increased, that 
dehts would not be repudiated or de¬ 
faulted, that economies would be 
made in the cost of government and 
that the public debt would be refund¬ 
ed. All these promises have been 
broken, said Mayor Davison, and the 
much talked of basic dividends are 
now a dead issue. Repudiation and 
interest defaults _are yearly putting 
the province further into debt and 
ruining its credit. He called atten¬ 
tion to the millions of dollars expend¬ 
ed in other provinces under the fed¬ 
eral housing scheme while in Alberta, 
due to the poor credit reputation of 
the province, not one dollar has been 
made available to home-builders un¬ 
der this plan by the finance compan¬ 
ies. 

Appealing for united, non-partisan 
action to defeat the, Aberhart admin¬ 
istration, Mayor Davison* urged that 
the next government protect the righs 
tand liberties of the people, that it 
make a definite and responsible move 
to ease the jobless situation, and that 
it join with the Doimnjon govern¬ 
ment in attempting to effect an unem¬ 
ployment insurance scheme. ,

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Must Reduce Expenses 


^PHE year 194(1 will unquestionably bring the people 
>A)f Canada to a realization of the cost of war. Not 
only in the human aspect, but also in terms of increased 
financial demands. Even though hostilities might Aid 
shortly, a development which is not expected, there will 
be great attendant expense in readjustment of industry, 
and demobilization. The probabilities are that the coun¬ 
try is just entering on a war of long duration. 

Already the advance in cost of Living is noted on all 
sides. Prices of almost every requirement are rising, 
and to some degree this may be justified. At any rate the 
average citizen is obliged to pay more for what he buys 
although his source of income shows'no corresponding 
increase. It is inevitable that Dominion taxation will be 
an important element in the progressively high cost of 
living. 

The federal government is responsible for the conduct 
of the war, and there will be no protest against any ex- 
■ penditures which will make Canada’s war participation 
more adequately cared for. But there will be protest 
N^against careless expenditure or extravagance in any de¬ 
partment of federal administration, tearing in mind 
that new taxes are a heavy burden on an already over¬ 
taxed people, Ottawa must institute economies in the 
less impoitant fields of administration. The rank and file 
of citizens are much less able to carry new taxation 
than they were in 1914. 

But it is in the field of provincial administration that 
Canadian people should expect a lightening of the tax 
burdens, bo far no practical awareness of the war seems 
iq have been shown, in the different provinces. They 
have made no attempt to spare the taxpayer by reduc¬ 
ing his taxes so that he may be the better able to meet 
. federal demands, n^r have they faced up squarely to re¬ 
sponsibilities which war and post-war conditions bring. 
It is true, they have made a gesture by safeguarding 
soldiers with a moratorium on debts. But it is the sold¬ 
iers’ creditors, not the governments who must assume 
that loss. 

• In our own province the estimates show no practical 
recognition of Alberta soldiers, and the problem of their 
return. There is no provision for a post-war fund, nor 
as an alternative, is there any effort to ease the taxpay¬ 
er. The payment of tne lull $2,0(H) indemnity for a few 
days’ session, does-not argue a commendable awareness 
of the actual fact of war.- Municipal governments are 
exercising the greatest thrift, watching every expendi¬ 
ture. Individuals are doing the same. If there is to be 
no redaction in provincial taxation, there should at least 
be a substantial reserve laid aside from the present im¬ 
mense revenue to take care of the returned soldier prob¬ 
lem after the war is over. Every soldier who enlisted 
from Alberta should have a job assured on his return. 
We did little enough for many of these young men be¬ 
fore the war. l-et us at least not betray them on their 
return. A government which exercises economy in ad- 
mimstiation in order to provide a fund for soldier re¬ 
establishment will recommend itself to the pubjic. — 


St. Lawrence Waterway 


tJiHE only real argument ever offered for construc¬ 
tion of the St. Lawrence waterway as an naviga¬ 
tion project, so far as Canada i9 concerned, is that it 
would reduce the rate charged for moving wheat from 
the lake heads to Montreal for export. Estimates of this 
saving have ranged from 6 cts. to 12 cts. a bushel. At 
present the advocates of the scheme talk about 2 cts. a 
bushel. But the value of their opinion may be gauged 
tfom the fact that they once used much higher figures.

The Dominion Bureau of Statistics in its annual state¬ 
ment of freight rates from the Head of the Lakes to 
Montreal, gives figures ranging from 10.70 cts. in 1923 
to 5.57 cts. in 1938. Obviously there has never been a 
time when 12 cts. a buslv?l could have been saved out of 
these rates. Equally obviously 5 cts. seems improbable. 
‘Indeed, it ts fair to.enquire of the proponents of this ri¬ 
diculous scheme, whether they- think that in 1937 for 
example (when the rate was 3.96 cents) they could have 
saved 2 cts. a bushel out of less than 4 cents. 

Of course commot) sense and the experience of centur¬ 
ies, goes to prove that when the buyer knows that the 
cost of transportation is reduced, and has an advantage 
in bargaining, he will take all the saving. 

Kv^n 2 cents a bushel on wheat would, of course, be 
something for the western farmer. According to all ser- 
s ious students of the question, the improvement of the 
f waterways is going to add tens, and perhaps hundreds of 
millions to the Canadian national debt. Do the farmers 
of Western Canada really believe that? the government 
of Canada could do nothing better for them by the ex¬ 
penditure of money on such a scale, than provide them 
with an opportunity to reduce the freight rates on wheat 
• by 2 cents a bushel, with every prospect that this reduc¬ 
tion, if it werejnade, would goAn the buyer of wh^at. 
The waterwayTs an Ontario and New York State power 
scheme. It has never been anything else. For Western 
Canada it is an opportunity to pay more taxes. That? is

Speaking_pf the Christian religion, 
it sqre is suffering a bit of battering 
around these days both at home and 
abroad. And this is alright, too. Re¬ 
ligion and other fundamentals of life 
are life steel, they require forging to 
make them strong and enduring. In 
our opinion the great weakness in our 
conception of the Christian religion is 
that we closed the Bible to all inspira¬ 
tion that has come to man for nearly 
two thousand years. To us the marvel 
is that the Christian religion has sur¬ 
vived so long in spite of man’s narrow 
conceptions and congenital perfidy. 
Maybe the survival after this world’s 
catastrophe is cleaned up will be a 
purer and more generous conception of 
the wonderful works of God. 


Anything is welcome these days so long as it can da 
no harm. On this account alone the peace mission of Sum¬ 
ner Welles is, if not welcomed, at least tolerated. He has 
already shown where his sympathies lie. We doubt if a 
durable peace is possible until after Germany has been 
trimmed, but if he can get the German people to get rid of 
their gangster rulers the Allies may be willing to waive 
that and try negotiation. It is easier for sympathetic neu¬ 
trals to fix up terms of peace than it is for the belliger¬ 
ents „who made peace possible. Neutrals who perhaps 
made or lost some money by the war are likely to be more 
judicially disposed than belligerents who lost near relatives 
as well as money. 


If Italy does not wish, to get into war on the side of 
Germany, she ought to keep a watchful eye on her Duee. 
She gives him credit for keeping out of the war but he 
has not broken with Hitler and bis neutrality is compound¬ 
ed *of three parts Nazi to one part Ally. He wants »to 
know why the Allies are concentrating huge armies in the 
east. There are other reasons more important but one is 
that they do not trust him. The commercial talks between 
Britain and Italy have been suspended probably because 
he was trying to include among imports, goods intended 
for Germany. The Italians ought to see for themselves 
that be is either pro-Nazi or is not a free agent. 


The Vatican organ says that Sweden is the only country 
doing its full duty by the Finns and it exhorts the Allies to 
do more than they are doing. The organ’s heart is in the 
right place, but the comparison between efforts does not 
give sufficient thought to the Allies’ preoccupations. Other 
nations that drove ^Russia out of the League and pledged 
support to Finland might well be appealed to to increase 
their efforts, but the most of their activity is confined to 
sympathy for Finland and disappointment that Britain 
and France do not send more troops and material. 


E. L. Gray Charges Prov.

Hon. Solon Low's statement of government financing claimed a reduction 
of over $7,0()Q,000 in the provincial debt. Hon. E. L. Gray charged in fol¬ 
lowing debate that the government had actually increased debt by more than

$11,400,000 saved by arbitrary reduction in interest on provincial bonds nor 
Of $5,000,000 due the sinking fund and not paid in,'nor of the-$12,000,000 in 
provincial bonds that had been defaulted. *
